A spirited fight developed in Friday

Candler and his cabinet of city depart- 
mental heads, and which are now being 
operated by Dr. Claude A. Smith, city 
bacteriologist. 

Dr. Smith appeared before the com- 
mittée and flatly 
the dairy and farm if a councilmanie 
committee was established,...He asserted 
that his chief objection to a council- 
manic committee was that “politicians 
were often elected to council who would 
use their office for their personal gain,” 


Danger of Politics. 


“The farm and dairy are both being 
operated in excellent order, and I in- 
vite you gentlemen to make an exami- 
nation at any time,” he said. “If it is 
not being run satisfactorily, | am will- 
ing to resign and let someone else op- 
erate it. But I do not&intend to have 
anything ‘to do with-the farm and dairy 
if a councilmanic committee is to be 
established to ‘muddle’ things. They 
will take no interest in it, whatever. 
Then there is the danger of politicians 
being elected to council and named on 
the proposed committee who would take

Prohibit Withdrawal of 
Liquor Now Held in Bond 
for Use as Beverage—This 
Vote, However, Is Not 
Final. ; 


Washington, July 6.—At the close of 
a day of turbulent debate, and after 
voting 52 to 34, against the so-called 
“bone dry’’ amendment the senate to- 
night recessed until tomorrow in the 
midst of the prohibition fight on the 
food control bill. , 

Defeat of the “bone dry” proposal 
ensures that legislation prohibiting 
manufacture of intoxicants ‘will be 
limited to distilled beverages. -Wheth- 
er consumption as well as manufac- 
ture of distilled spirits shall cease dur- 
ing the war, a new element injected 
into the contest at the eleventh hour, 
completely disrupted the leaders’ well- 
laid plans and caused the recess for 
couferences on a compromise. 

After roll calls showing a considera- 
ble majority against stopping manu- 
facture of beer and wines or giving 
the president power to suspend their 


manufacture, the senate voted 68 to| 


10 to prohibit the importation of dis- 
tilled beverages and then by a vote of 
45 to 40 tentatively adopted a provision 
prohibiting withdrawal 
spirits now held in bond for beverage 
purposes. 

‘Both provisions, though voted on 
separately, are contained in an amend- 
men@ by Senator Cummins, added to 
the so-called “administration compro- 
mise’ eubstitute of Senator Robinson, 
of Arkaneas, prohibiting only manu- 
facture of distilled beverages. The 
substitute was offered for the clause as 
drafted by the agriculture committees,

GUNSCRIPT ARMY 
ADT APPROACHES 


Indications Are That Draw- 

ing Will Be Held Next 
Week by the Officials in 
Washington. 


ONE SET OF NUMBERS 
IN SINGLE JURY WHEEL 


As Each Number Is Drawn 
About 30,000 Men Will Be 
Drafted — Possible More 
Than Million Men May Be 
Drafted. 


Washington, July 6.—Selection day 
for the new national army is approach- 
ing rapidly as the local exemption 
boards in the various states complete 
their organization, give serial numbers 
to the registration cards and forward 
certified copies to Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder. Indications are that the 
drawing will be held next week, but 
no official statement has been made 
as to the war department’s plans. 

Administration officials are main- 
taining strict silence as to the method 
to be followed. With the recent state- 
ment by Secretary Baker that the draw- 
ing would be held in Washington, how- 
ever, coupled with the stress laid upon 
the serial numbering of registration 
cards, the general outline of the plan 
is clearly indicated. 

It is understood that it is proposed 
to place in a single jury wheel in Wash- 
ington ome complete set of numbers. 
When a number is taken from the wheel 
th man in each exemption district whose 
card bears that serial number will be 
drafted. Thus as each number is drawn 
approximately 30,000 men will be draft- 
ed, or one in each exemption district. 
If 1,200,000 men are to be called before 
the exemption boards in the first elec- 


en ory aes highly probable, only 
ee would need to Be drawn, 


each representing 40 men from each of 
30,000 exemption districts. 
umerous Cemplications. 

There are numerous complications 
which must arise, however, and the 
method of solving them can be known 
only when the administration muakes 
known its plans in detail. 
ber of registered individuals in each 
district who are liable for military 
service will mot be the same. Aliens 
are registered, but not liable for duty. 
In some districts the proportion of 
physically disqualified will run higher 
than in others. 

All this must be considered in fram- 
ing the regulations. Provision must 
be made also to balance, as far as pos- 
sible, the chances of military duty be- 
tween the men in each district, so that 
disqualification of a large number in 
any particular district for any reason 
will not put upon those qualified addi- 
tional likelihood of being sent to the 
front. 

Various ways of accomplishing this 
correction of chances s0 as to make 
the resulting draft as fair as possible 
have been suggested. An arrangement 
of dummy numbers may be resorted to 
to equalize matters between districts. 
The matter has had President Wilson's 
personal consideration in line with his 
pledge that the method employed 
would be fair and just. 

While the first contingent of the new 
army under the bill is limited to 500,000 
men, an ,additional 125,000 or 150,000 
will be needed for the reserve bat- 
talions. Reserve battalions are being 
recruited for all regular regiments and 


will be recruited for the national guard 
when it is drafted into the federal serv- 


ice. The organization of the national 
army will be on the same basis. 
May Draft for Regulars. 

It may be necessary also to draft 
enough men to fill up the regulars and 
national guard to war strength, al- 
though no decision to this end has been 
reached. The regulars are close to 
war strength and the guard units are 
recruiting rapidly. If possible they will 
be completed by the present war vol- 
unteer system. 

There is one other. consideration 
which will affect the total number of 
men to be drawn. Opinion varies as 
to the number of exemptions which 
must be made under exemption regula- 
tions. A rough estimate of at least 
50 per cent exemptions for physical or 
other causes has been generally em- 


ployed in commuting the probable size 
of the task before the exemption 
boards. 

It is not Known whether the govern- 
ment plans to call double the number 
of men actually needed on the first se- 
lection in) order to provide against 
these exemptions. Possibly only the 
smaller number will be taken, to 
filled out by later selections until the 
ranks are full. If the exemption fac- 
tor is allowed for in the first drawing, 
however, it seems likely that a mil- 
lion or a million and a

After Denouncing Murder 
of Negroes, Roosevelt Vio- 
lently Thumps Gompers 
on Shoulder and Hisses, 
Cheers and Boos Follow. 


“NEAR” FIGHT OCCURRED 
BEFORE RUSSIAN MISSION 


Roosevelt’s Denunciation of 
Rioters Followed State- 
ment by Gompers That 
Laboring Men Are in Much 
Same Position as Russians 
Under Old Regime. 


New York, July 6.—Denial by Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, that trade unions 
had had any share in the East St. 
Louis riots, which was met by a vehe- 
ment denunciation by Theodore Roose- 
velt of the murder of helpless negroes, 
precipitated a tumul*fuous demonstra- 
tion at a mass meeting held in Carne- 
gie hall here tonight in honor of the 
Russian mission to the United States. 

Mr. Roosevelt was interrupted by 
Mr. Gompers, who rose from his seat 
and approached the former president. 

“Why don’t you accuse after.an in- 
vestigation?’ the labor leader de- 
manded. 

With these words he returned to his 
seat. Colonel Roosevelt strode over to 
his chair and exclaimed: 

“Mr. Gompers, why don’t I accuse 
afterwards? rll answer now when 
murder is to be answered.” 

Roosevelt Lands on Gompers’ Shoulder. 

With that the colonel brought down 
on Mr. Gompers’ shoulder his open left 
hand which he had raised above his 
head. At this juncture many of the 
men on the platform leaped to their 
feet and there was a storm of hisses. 
cheers and “boos” from all parts of 
the house. When Mr. Roosevelt could 
make himself heard above the din, he 
went on: 

“I will go to any extreme to bring 
justice to the laboring man, but when 
there is murder I will put him down.” 

When the former president had fin- 
ished, Mr. Gompers, evidently deep!; 
stirred, started to rise to make 
joinder, Dut was pushed back into his 
seat by those who sat near hi:n, while 
Mayor Mitchel, who presided, pounded 
vigorously with his gavel in an effort 
to restore order. Several minutes 
elapsed before it was possible to in- 
troduce Boris Bakhmeteff, the Russian 
ambassador, and continue the meeting. 
As the excitement subsided Mr. Roose- 
velt and Mr. Gompers found them- 
selves sitting side by aside.

Senator Borah spoke for the prohibl- 
tion section. He said prohibition was 
not only needed to conserve the supply 
of food products, but was necessary to 
conserve human ehergy and efficiency 
‘in order to meet the industrial stride 
when the war is over.’ 

When he cited the decrease of drunk- 
enness and crime in England with the 
curtailment of the liquor traffic by the 
government, Senator Reed called atten- 
tion to London press dispatches an- 
nouncing an increase in the allewance 
of beer. 

Senator Vardaman declared that the 
reasons for supporting prohibitionists 
were to conserve food and save the 
race. 

“The only execuse that can be of- 
fered for continuing the liquor traffic 
is that a few men might make money 
out of it,” he said. “It has no proper 
place in a civilized country.” He was 
in favor of complete prohibition and 
told. the senate he stood “appalled at 
the continuation of this nefarious traf- 
fic with congresional and presidential 
approval.” 

Senator Sheppard, a leading prohi- 
bition advocate, announced that he 
would “support the hands of the presi- 
dent,”’ and yield to the request for de- 
ferring action upon beer ant wines. 

‘IT will not support prohibition 
anvthing else,” said the Texas senator, 
‘which tnterfers with the president's 
plans in the conduct of the war.”

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LOYALTY OF TAYLOR 


AND HART UPHELD 


Senators A. A. McCurry and 
W. H. Weaver Assert 
Their Sections Are Loyal 
to the Administration. 


Repudiating the statements of their 
respective county representatives in the 
house that their counties are opposed 
to the administration and its war meas- 
ures, both Senator A. A. McCurry, of 
the thirty-first, a citizen of Hart coun- 
ty, and Senator W. H. Weaver, of the 
twenty-third, a citizen of Taylor coun- 
ty, took the floor of the senate Friday 
morning upon points of personal priv- 
ilege. 

Senator McCurry declared strongly 
that, while he had no intention of 
reflecting upon Representative J. Sea- 
born Winn, of Hart county, leader of 
the opposition of five against the pass- 
age of the house joint resolution in- 
dorsing the war policies of President 
Wilson and: expressing the loyalty of 
the state to the administration in the 
time of war, he felt it his duty to make 
denial of the statement that the people 
of Hart county are opposed to the 
measures which the administration 
finds advisable for the successful prose- 
cution of the war. Senator McCurry 
declared that there are no citizens in 
the United States more patriotic or 
more loyal to the country than the 
citizens of Hart county, and that he 
could not let a misrepresentation of 
them in this 
lenged. 

Taylor County Loyal. 

Senator Weaver, whose representa- 
tive, W. C. Foy, of Taylor, also op- 
posed the house resolution, declared 
that he felt he would fall short of his 
duty as a citizen of Taylor county and 
a representative of that county if he 
did not assert the loyalty and patriotic 
allegiance of his constituents in this 
crisis. He made complete denial of the 
people of Taylor county being opposed 
to the measures which the president 
and the nation’s leaders believe to be 
necessary to bring the United States 
through the war with victory. 

The joint resolution of the house in- 
dorsing the president- and his war 
measures, which passed the house by 
a vote of 113 to 5, was transmitted to 
the Senate Friday morning, and will 
shortly come up for vote in the senate, 
with the prospect of the same over- 
whelming support as that received by 
the similar resolution of Senator Pea- 
cock which has already been adopted 
by the senate. 

Committees Are Named. 

Of supreme interest to the members 
of both branches of the general as- 
sembly Friday was the announcement 


by President Sam L. Olive of the ap- 
pointment of the senate committees. 
These are given elsewhere in this is- 
sue. The president's selections for the 
personnel of the several committees re- 
ceived the general approval of the mem- 
bers of the senate.

AQ STUDENT OFFICERS. 
ARE DROPPED AT CAME 


Let 


These Men Have Been 
Out in Less Than Two 
Months’ Time. 


As the period of training nears the 
third month, the members of the offi- 
cers’ reserve corps, in the camp at Fort 
McPherson, are being given more @iffi- 
cult task to perform and as a conse- 
quence many candidates are being 
dropped. Captain C. L. Corbin, adjutant 
of the camp, said Friday that an aver- 
age of about fifteen a day were being 
discharged. 

At present there are 1,845 student 
officers in the camp and 101 regular 
and reserve officers. More than 650 
students have been discharged since the 
opening of the camp on May i3,. but 
in this number were 250 who either 
went with, the engineers or else into 
the coast artillery. It is estimated that 
400 were discharged for being unable 
to keep up with the work for various 
reasons, the physical examinations be- 
ing an important factor. 

The target practice which began sev- 
eral weeks ago is now nearing a close. 
Nearly all of the students have shot 
at the 600-yard range, and the cavalry 
and artillery contingents are becoming 
adept with pistols. 

The schedule of work for the infantry 
and cavalry for next week has been 
outlined as follows: Estimating dis- 
tances, instruction in the use of the 
range-finder, tent pitching, sketching, 
field work, including attack and de- 
fense; field fortifications and their con- 
struction and the school of the com- 
pany and battalion. 

The artillery schedule for next week 
has not yet been completed, but the 
members of the three batteries were 
given instruction in school of the sol- 
dier, driver, stables, cannoneer and gun- 
ner squads, signaling and pistol man- 
ual, preparation of firing data, and arm 
and code signals this week. :

PENSION EXTENSION) 


T0 FIREMEN DENIED 


Mayor Asa G. Candler Ve- 


toes Ordinance Which Op-| 
ponents Declared Would, 


Soon Bankrupt the City. 


Extnsion of the city’s pension bene- 
fits to city firemen, as voted by council 
last Monday, which, opponents of the 
measure stated, would “bankrupt” the 
city in the course of a few years, was 
killed by Mayor Candler’s veto of Al- 
derman Kelley's resolution Friday. 

In a lengthy communication to coun- 
cil Mayor Candler sets out his reason 
for vetoing the resolution, asserting 
that it would be extremely unfair to 
give the firemen certain pension bene- 
fits that are not also extended to city 
policemen, whose work is just as haz- 
arduous as that of the fireman. 

The proposed new pension system 
would provide retirement on full pay 
for firemen disdbled in the discharge 
of their duty, doubling the present pay- 
ment, and would take care of their 
families in event they are killed while 
on duty. 

Unjast Discrimination. 

In his veto message Mayor Candler 
Save in part: 

To seek an amendment of this character 
for the benefit of one city department and 
the exclusion of all other departments is 
an unjust discrimination, if not illegal. I 
am not unmindful of the hazardous work 
performed by our firemen, nor of the dili- 
gent and conscientious manner in which this 
work is performed, but I respectfully sub- 
mit that the work of other city depart- 
ments, particularly that of the police, have 
been pmven to be probably not less hazard- 
ous. It would seem that’if employees are 
to be protected by a pension system, the 
fact of accident which rendered them unfit 
should be considered rather than the par- 
ticularly hazardous nature of their employ- 
ment, 

The question of pension calls for atten- 
tion and study on the part of the city coun- 
Our present law certainly contemplates 
a re-examination each year of those who are 
retired on pensions for a year at a time. I 
am not sure but that without this examina- 
appropriate action based thereon 
pensions paid to such persons are illegal. I 
am informed that in the past, committees 
charged with this responsibility have failed 
to properly cemply with the law. 

The city of Atianta is now paying pensions 
to thirty-seven former employees. Eleven of 
these were over 40 years of age when they 
began work for the city. Six were over 45 
years of age. Three were over 60 and one 
was 63. Pensions are based upon the theory 
that those who have given long and continu- 
ous service to the city through the produc- 
tive years of their lives have not received 
adequate compensation and that 
when worn out in the service should 
cared for. [t seems an unjust burden upon 
the people to require them to support those 
who have beeun work for the city after 
middle life and who have, during their ear- 
lier and more productive years, failed to 
adequately provide for old age. I would 
euggest that ‘pension laws should be so 
changed as to make ineligible for pension 
one who has obtained employment with the 
city after reaching the age of 40. Even the 
fixing of an earlier age might be just. 

Physical Examinations. 

I would also suggest for your considera- 
tion the advisability of requiring all per- 
sons coming into the service of the city 
to submit to a physical examination before 
entering upon such service or to waive all 
rights to benefits under the pension sys-

tem. It might also be well to require a 
periodic examination in order that any in- 
cipjent disease may be detected and if pos- 
sible: dispelled before it has reached a dan- 
gerous stage. 

In certain departments which at times 
require great physical exertion a system 
of ‘‘setting up’ exercises might properly 
be instituted with great benefit, beth to 
employees and the city. Certainly if the city 
is called upon to pay pensions to those who 


become physically unfit, it can with reason 
and justice demand that its employees take 
such care of themselves as wil! insure the 
greatest usefulness. 

The pension roils are continually increas- 
ng. Pensioners are now receiving $17,513.64 
per year, which capitalized on a basis of 4's 
per cent, the rate drawn by most of the 
city's bonds, would mean an investment 
of $389,192.60. A system of insurance might 
be devised which would more perfectly ob- 
tain the results sought and at the same 
time protect the city from an unreasonable 
charge.

THE PITY OF IT. 


Not the least deplorable of the conse- 
quences of the obstructionary, anti-adminis- 
tration attitude of Georgia’s two senators is 
its baneful effect upon the state. It is put 
ting the state in a false light before the rest 
of the country. 

People at a distance do not stop to con- 
sider the fact that, regardless of their views 
on the advisability of conscription, or on 
this, that or the other detail, every Georgia 
member of the house of representatives is 
now back of the president—and that from 
that source there is no nagging, no aid and 
comfort being lent the enemy. 

The majority of American citizens do not 
know that our state senate voted unani- 
mously to pass a resolution indorsing the na- 
tional administration's war activities, and 
that only five of the 189 members of the 
house voted against it. 

They do not know that the state admin- 
istration, from Governor Dorsey down; that 
the press of the state, without one deflec 
tion, and the overwhelming majority of the 
citizens, are in enthusiastic accord with the 
federal administration’s position. 

But the people of the country accept the 
attitude of the two highest representatives 
in congress as reflecting the sentiment of 
Georgia as a whole—whereas it does noth- 
ing of the kind! 

And Georgia is suffering from it—suffer- 
ing the loss of the rest.of the nation’s re- 
spect and good opinion. This is shown by 
editorial comment in even the most distant 
sections of the country. 


The Portland (Ore.) Oregonian, one of. 


the foremost Pacific coast newspapers, which 
a few days ago declared that “congress has 
“proved an obstacle to the organization of 
the nation for war because it has among its 
members too many men like Senator Hard- 
wick of Georgia,” again hits at Geor- 
gia, condemning in a subseqyent editorial 
Smith's obstreperous course. 

That’s the sort of advertising Georgia is 
getting, and it is a pity. . 

Too bad that, with the people, the press, 
the state senate, the state administration, 
all but five members of the state house of 
representatives, and the entire Georgia dele- 
gation in the national house, all patriotically 
in accord with the belligerency enterprises 
and measures of the national government, 
the two highest of the state’s representatives 
—the two who are first in the public eye, 
and to whom the citizenship of the nation-at- 
large naturally looks for an expression of 
their state’s attitude in the war—that they 
alone should persist in blocking the federal 
machinery and subjecting their state and 
their constituents to the scorn of the rest of 
the country! es

BOWDON AS A BRANCH.

R. Gray, will be received with pleasure by 
the many friends of this well-known journal- 
ist, who has earned his spurs in a service of 
approximately twenty-five years on the pews- 
paper of which he now becomes the head— 
and who is still a young man. 

The selection of Major Cohen for the re- 
sponsible duties to which he has been as- 
signed has already been discounted by the 
public from the fact that he was in line for 
promotion, and having abundantly demon- 
strated his fitness the choice of any one else 
would have been received with surprise, 
while his logical step upward is taken as a 
matter of course.

THE STATUS OF THE CAT. 


In only one state of the union has Tabby 
a legal status as “property,” according to 
an “opinion” recently issuing from the office 
of the attorney general of Pennsylvania, and 
that state is Connécticut. 

While the rendering of such an opinion 
lies outside of the attorney general’s pre- 
scribed duties, upon request of the Penn- 


sylvania humane society, the office made a’ 


thorough investigation of the cat’s position 
before the law because, as the attorney 
general said, “this question doubtless has 
arisen in the minds of many law-abiding 
citizens of the commonwealth” — which 


*| doubtless is true, not alone of the common- 


wealth of the Quaker state, but of American 
citizens generally. And the Pennsylvania 
official, perhaps foreseeing a possibly un- 
pleasant half-hour in store for the Thomases 
and Tabbies in his state, said that ‘“‘fear that 
it might become the subject of a state-wide 
discussion” prompted him to make a full 
investigation. 

His research, he said, was attended by 
the heartiest cooperation in the various 
states, and he believes his conclusion is ac- 


curate because “the novelty of the inquiry } 


has impelled state offitials to make an ex- 
haustive search.” And in Connecticut alone 
does the legal definitions of “things of 
value” include the cat, although many and 
divers states list such living things as dogs, 
bees, deer, etc. 

The Pennsylvania official, however, offers 
the cat a gleam of hope, despite its want of 
legal standing, in this comment: 


“The law. lends itself to the affairs of 
people as the whims of society create new 
conditions and values, and we do not 
say that ultimately the courts may not, 
even in the face of an outraged public, 
catalog a cat as property.” 


There is no denying the fact that there 
are cats—a few—highly bred and having 
market value; and it would seem that the 
law should protect the owners of such in 
their ownership. But it is also.a fact—un- 
less physicians, humanitarians and common- 
sense are all wrong—that the rank and file 
of the feline species constitute a community 
ménace and deserve no listing save under 
the head of nuisance. 

The average cat is a proven disease- 
spreader, a ruthless assassin of valuable in- 
sect-destroying birds—thus, in this time of 
food scarcity, an aid to the kaiser—and, by 
its hideous nocturnal, yowling serenading, 
an interference to slumber and thus a bhin- 
drance to méntal efficiency. 

Necessarily no. harm would result were 
all of the states to follow the Connecticut 
example and fix by law the property rights 
of the cat, and, while about the job, draw a 
legal line between the feline classes, thus to 
safeguard the ones of value and consign the 
others to everlasting and certain limbo. 

Still, perhaps, no state has suffered ma 
terlally because of legislative negligence in 
this matter, and, with the multifarious and 
infinitely more important public problems 
pressing, no great hardship will follow if it 
is not given immediate attention by our 
moulders of law.

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HEALTH TALKS 
(er WILLIAM _BRADY.410}) 


PREVENTION OF INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 
A committee of the conference of state 
and provincial boards of health which was 
held at Washington, May 3, 1917, recom- 
mended the following measures for the con- 
trol of poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis): 

First, isolation of the patient not less 
than two weeks nor more than three weeks 
from the onset of the illness unless the 
temperature remains above normal beyond 
that time. 

Second, children who may have been in 
contact with the patient at any time must 
be kept from places of public assembly» for 
at least fourteen days from date of last 
contact as determined by the health officer. 

Third, adults in the patient's household 
may continue their vocations provided they 
do not come in direct contact with children 
thereby. 

In the matter of disinfection it may be 
well to quote the committee's recommenda- 
tions verbatim—and lay readers will note 
that nothing is said about fumigating apart- 
ments: 

“Your committee recommends that, first, 
the discharges from the nose, throat and 
bowels of the patient be disinfected prompt- 
ly; second, the caretaker shall wash her 
hands with soap and hot water promptly 
after handling said discharges; third, the 
caretaker shall wash her hands similarly 
before leaving the room occupied by the 
patient; fourth, isolation shall be termi- 
nated by a thorough washing of the entire 
body and hair of the patient; and the room 
shall be cleaned with soap and hot water, 
aired .and sunned; fifth, sick-room precau- 
tions should include the usual attention to 
cleaning and disinfection of eating utensils, 
personal and bed clothing, rugs, dvor knobs, 
and other things handled by the patient or 
caretaker.” 

The rules laid down by these experienced 
sanitarians may well be adopted in_ the 
home care of all infectious diseases, from 
the too ‘common “cold” to pneumonia, tuber- 
culosis, diphtheria and the so-called chil- 
dren’s diseases. 

Elbow grease, 
fresh air—these 
always best. 

Among other suggestions 
committee were these: 

(a) Expert diagnosticians should be pro- 
vided, and the use of lumbar puncture urged. 
(Lumbar puncture means obtaining a speci- 
men of the spinal fluid for diagnostic test

(b) The committee does not recommend 
the use of travel certificates, but travel and 
contact with children should be discouraged. 

(c) Where poliomyelitis occurs in a 
school, the committee advises that the school 
be not closed, but that daily medical super- 
vision be instituted. 

(d) ‘Efficient screening and the 
approved’ insecticides (approved 
United States public health service) should 
be employed so that insects shall not have 
access to the patient or his excretions, 

(e) Household pets should be excluded 
from the sickroom. 

The committee personnel was made up 
of leading epidemiologists from the United 
States public health service and the health 
department of New York, Minnesota, West 
Virginia, New Hampshire, Oregon and the 
District of Columbia.

National League | 
Defers Action on 


McGraw’s Case 


New York, July 6.—The board of di- 
rectors of the National league did not 
decide whether John J. McGraw, man- 
ager of the New York team, really said 
what he was quoted by four members 
of the Baseball Writers’ association as 
having said about John K. Tener, presi- 
dent of the league. 

The remarks reflecting on Tener’s 
ability were attributed to McGraw after 
he was fined and suspended for an al- 
tercation with Umpire Byron in Cin- 
cinnati June 8. The board met here at 
the demand of the baseball writers 
who sought opportunity to establish 
the authenticity of the interview which 
McGraw repudiated. After a three- 
hour session adjournment was taken for 
a week so additional witnesses could 
be summoned. 

The four newspaper men whose 
stories McGraw repudiated in a signed 
statement prepared for his signature 
by the National league testified about 
the now famous interview, while the 
manager of the Giants was cross-ex- 
amined by counsel for the New York 
chapter of the Baseball Writers’ as- 
sociation. 

The baseball writer who obtained the 
alleged original interview testified he 
quoted McGraw in substance and later 
submitted the story to McGraw for his 
O. K. after Eres a resume of it to 
the other writers with the team.

clared Colonel Roosevelt, in beginning 
his vigorous denunciation of the riots. 

“Justice is not a mere phrase. It 
has to be translated into action. How 
can we praise Russia for doing justice 
to all people when we must apologize 
for doing murder to the helpless” 

“In the past we have listened to the 
same excuse from those in authority in 
ola Russia for the fearful pogroms on 
the Jews. I will do anything for the 
laboring man except that which 18 
wrong, and that I won't do for him or 
for anyone else. I care not a snap of 
my finger for a telegram from the 
head of the labor unions of Iilinois. 
Let there be the fullest investigation 
into these murders.” 

lt was at this point that the interrup- 
tion came from iMr. Gompers. Mr. 
Roosevelt already had departed a little 
earlier in the evening from the text of 
his formal speech of welcome to the 
Russians to refer to the riots. 

“Before I greet the envoys of the 
new republic,” he had said, “I wish to 
say a word to you in regard to some- 
isluar that hag recently occurred inside 
our own boundaries. 

“Before we speak of justice to others 
it behooves ug to do justice within our 
own boundaries. I! refer to the race 
riots in East St. Louis, a race riot for 
which, so far as we can see, there was 
no provocation and which resulted in 
such appallipg brutality as to leave a 
stain on the American name. 

Punish the Murderers. 

“It behooves us to express our con- 
our words within the limits of our own 
country, and to say that it f!s impossi- 
ble that there should be justification for 
mob violence. t is our duty to demand 
that the governmental authorities shall 
use with ruthless severity every power 
at their command to punish those guilty 
of murder, whether committed by 


blacks against whites. 

“It is our duty to insist, first of all, 
on the restoration of order and the 
reign of law. Upon the foundation of 
law and order we must build the struc- 
ture of justice.” 

Mr. Roosevelt then welcomed the Rus- 
sian commission. 

Asked if he would make a statement 
when he was leaving the hall, Colonel 
Roosevelt said: 

“l meant everything I said. I stand

COTTON I$ MOVING. 
FAST TO LIVERPOOL 


For the Fourth Week in 
Succession a Large Minus 
Correction Is Reported in 


New York Stock. 


New York, July 6.—There have been 
very violent price movements in the 
cotton market during the past .week 
and at times trading has been active 
and excited. 

The publication of the July bureau on 
Monday proved the signal for heavy 
profit-taking, the tendency in that di- 
rection being increased by the proxim- 
ity of the holiday. The condition re- 
ported of 70.3 per cent was the lowest 
on record for June 25, but the trade had 
been prepared for even lower figures, 
owing to the bullish private reports 
published toward the end of June, and 
this in itself served to create reaction- 
ary sentiments, 

The Control News. 

Later the selling movement was fur- 
ther stimulated by reports from Wash- 
ington that cotton and cotton products 
might be included in the food control, 


and offerings became still more urgent 
right after the holiday on reports of 
good rains in the southwest. October 
contracts which had sold as high was 
27.00 toward the end of last month, 
broke to 24.20, while January sold off 
from 27.18 to 24.26, making a decline 
of nearly 3 cents per pound from the 
high records of the season. 

Most of the private crop reports had 
indicated a considerable deterivration in 
crop prospects during June, while the 
government report showed a slight im- 
provement and the rains reported in 
Texas created a more optimistic view 
of crop prospects generaliy. Immediate 
offerings appeared to have been pretty 
well absorbed on a scale down, how- 
ever, and the market turned firmer to- 
ward the ene of the week on private 
reports that the Texas rains had been 
insufficient and covering reports of a 
more active spot demand. 


South’s Offerings Light. 


Some southern selling was reported 
here during the earlier part of the week, 
but offerings from that source were 
very little in evidence after the break 
below 25 centg and contracts were com- 
paratively scarce on today’s rally of 
about 180 to 200 points from Thurs- 
day’s low level. 

For the fourth week in succession a 
large minus correction was reported in 
the running stock here, suggesting that 
cotton is moving out more rapidly than 
indicated by daily figures, and it is re- 
ported that $6.00 per hundred has been 
paid for ocean freight room out of New 
York to Liverpool. 

Much of the week’s business has been 
attributed to evening up of accounts, 
with sentiment unsettled by the uncer- 
tainties of pending legislation and con- 
flicting views of new crop progress. 


PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, July 6.—(Special.)—Heavy buy- 
ing by western as well as recovering 
contracts for local account advanced prices 
approximately one hundred and fifty points 
from the closing of yesterday. There has 
been a large reduction in the New York 
stock and this is taken to mean that the 
cotton is loading for export to France. 

Contracts were scarce and the market re- 
sponded quickly to new buying. 

Liverpool bought cotton both in the morn- 
ing and afternoon sessions. 

Private advices reported the rainfall has 
been insufficient to entirely relieve the 
droughty sections in Texas.

New York, July 6.—There was a very 
rapid recovery in the cotton market to- 
day, with October contracts selling up 
to 26.00 or 147 points above last night's 
close, and 180 points above the low level 
of yesterday. That delivery closed at 
25.85, with the general list closing ir- 
regular at a met advance of 126 to 148 
points. 

The market opened at a decline of 2 
to 10 points under selling orders which 
seemed to come chiefly from houses 
with Liverpool connections. It was 
supposed that this pressure had been 
brought on by yesterday’s rain news 
from the southwest, but the compara- 
tively moderate offerings were very 
soon absorbed and the market rallied 
some 25 or 30 points toward the mid- 
dle of the morning. 

No Submarine Scare. 

Slight reactions followed with senti- 
ment unsettled by reiterated reports 
that a submarine had been sighted near 
Hampton Roads, but the market quickly 
firmed up again on reports that rainfall 
had been insufficient in Texas and talk 
of improving spot demand. 

Trade interests were among the buy- 
ers on the advance, but the bulk of the 
demand was attributed to covering by 
recent sellers and the market met verv 
little cotton until December sold 26.20 
and January at 26.32. 

Realizing then became a little more 
active and the close was 10 or 15 points 
off from the best. 

The western belt forecast for wgen- 
erally fair and warmer ,weather helped 
to revive apprehensions as to south- 
western crop conditions, while the ad- 
vance in the afternoon was stimulated 
by another minus correction of about 
24,000 bales in the local stock. 

Talk of Diminishing Stocks. 

This led to talk that cotton was go- 
ing out more rapidly than t would ap- 
pear from daily reports, 1nd there were 
also rumors of an improved spot de- 
mand both for cotton here and in the 
south. 

Liverpool weekly figures showing a 
further sharp loss of stock also con- 
tributed to the advance, but local brok- 
ers thought the market chiefly influ- 
enced by scarcity of contracts after re- 
cent heavy liquidation and an effort to 
cover for over-the-week-end.

JAPANESE HEAVY BUYERS 
OF NEW ORLEANS SPOTS. 


New Orleans, July 6.—After a session 
of quiet trading on this market today, 
cotton bulged violently toward the close 
to a level 160 to 163 points over yester- 
day’s final figures on a wave of buying 
which started on short covering and 
was further increased by the plus cor- 
rection of 25,224 in the export move- 
ment out of New York and by a marked 
improvement in the spot demand in this 
market. Buyers found next to noth- 
ing for sale and prices mounted swiftly 
in the last half hour of the day. 

The close showed a net gain of 126 
to 163 points. On the opening prices 
were 2 to 19 points off under scattered 
showers over the belt, but the decline 
lasted only a few minutes as a good 
demand sprang up, chiefly from short 
sellers of earlier in the week.

Stopping New Business in 
July Delivery Fails to 
Check the Advance Until 
European Buyers Quit. 


Chicago, July 6.—Withdrawal of Eu- 
ropean and domestic cash buyers forced 
@ setback in the corn market today 
after new high price records had been 
touched, despite action of the board of 
trade directors stopping all new busi- 
ness in the July delivery. 

The market closed weak at the same 
as yesterday’s finish to l*c lower, 
with September 1.54% to 1.54% and 
December at 1.14% to 1.14%. 

Wheat wound up unsettled with 
gains of 2% to 8c at 2.12 July and 1.92 
September. 

Oats lost 1% to 2%c net and pro- 
visions 5 to lic. 

Inference that an extreme shortage 
of corn existed drove traders at first 
into a buying stampede for nearly an 
hour and sent values climbing rapidly. 
The prohibition of July dealings had 
been intended as a measure to avert 
any further continuance of the high 
price record smashing that began last 
Saturday. Instead of curbing bullish 
excitement, however, the exact con- 
trary result was brought about. It 
was not until word was passed that 
exporters in general, and the chief 
American industrial consumer as well, 
had quit buying that the flurry couki 
be overcome. 

Aggressive bear pressure then set in 
and all the big gains which had been 
made early were lost, with considerable 
more beside. 

Reports of welcome rains in Kansas 
accelerated the late decilne. 

Developed Independent Strength. 

Wheat not only responded to the 
stimulus of the corn bulge, but develop- 
ed independent strength owing to less 
favorable crop reports from the north- 
west. Damage was said to have been 
done by recent frosts in Canada, and 
there were also advices that rain was 
greatly needed in some sections of the 
Dakotas and Minnesota. 

Heavy selling of oats by leading 
commission houses weakened that 
cereal from the outset. Favorable crop 
conditions gave much impetus to bear- 
ish sentiment. 

Provisions swayed with the varying 
inaction of demand. Demand for meats 
was said to have improved somewhat, 
but to be yet less than normal for this 
time of the year.

AGE IN BATTLE 
SAVE REPUBLIC 


Republican Forces Are in 
Conflict With Troops of 
Gen. Chang-Hsun South- 
east of Pekin. 


Pekin. July 6—Fighting began yes- 
terday at Lang Fang, about 35 miles 
southeast of Pekin, between the 
sup- 
porter of the monarchy, and the forces 
of the republicans. 

The situation in the capital is be- 
coming serious. Trains are filled with 
fleeing Chinese going to Tien Tsin. 
The hotels are full of foreigners. Small 
American and Japanese forces are en- 
deavoring to come from Tien Tsin, but 
their arrival may be delayed by the 
fighting at Lang Fang, where 5,000 of 
the troops of General Chang-Hsun are 
opposing an advance guard of 20,000 
republicans. 

The position of General Chang-Hsun, 
leader of the royalist movement, ap- 
parently is hopeless. It is feared that 
when this is realized his troops will 
loot Pekin. The legations are pre- 
pared for all eventualities. 

Tuan Chi Jui, commander-in-chief of 
the republican forces, has issued a 
lengthy manifesto denouncing Chang- 
Hsun, saying that his action is vil- 
lainous, and declaring he is using the 
Manchus to further his own ambitions. 
Tuan Chi Jui promises generous treat- 
ment for the Manchus after the re- 
public is restored. 

Three thousand imperialist troops 
and 1,000 of Chang-Hsun’s_ soldiérs 
have taken positions astride the 
Pegin-Hankow ‘railway four’ miles 
from this city, ready to oppose 10,000 
troops commanded by Tsao Kun, who 
have reached a point 25 miles from 
Pekin. 

The diplomatic representatives have 
warned the government that the pro- 
tocol of 1901 requires maintenance and 
free passage on the Pekin-Shanghai 
railway.

London, July 6.—Rumors are persist- 
ent in well-informed political circles 
that Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the 
German imperial chancellor, in his 
coming speech to the reichstag, will 
make new and more different declara- 
tions concerning peace, says a Central 
News dispatch from The Hague today. 
The declarations will refer not only to 
Russia, but to the entente powers gen- 
erally, according to this report. 

The chancellor's speech will prob- 
ably be delivered tomorrow, an Ex- 
change Telegraph dispatch from Copen- 
hagen states.

General Petain responded to the 
German effort by reducing salients in 
his lines east of the Teuton attacks.

On the remainder of the French 
front, and especially around the curve 
in the French line northeast of Sois- 
sons, violent artillery engagements are 
in progress. To the north the British

CONSCRIPTION VOTED 
BY CANADIAN COMMONS 


Ottawa, Ont., July 6.—The Canadian 
house of commons early today adopted 
the resolution offered by Premier Bor- 
den passing to second reading the bill 
for compulsory military service. Ex- 
citing scenes marked the taking of the 
vote which stood 118 for conscription 
and 55 against. 

The vote gave 
apout twenty more votes than it 
usually polls on important ques- 
tions. This was the result of a con- 
siderable number of English-speaking 
liberals breaking away from the lead- 
ership of Sir Wilfred Laurier and join- 
ing with Premier Borden in support of 
conscription. 

Before the bill was sanctioned Sir 
Wilfred Laurier’s roposal that the 
opinion of the people on conscription 
should be tested by a referendum was 
defeated by a majority of 49. The at- 
tendance of members of the house was 
the largest for many years. The gal- 
leries were filled with spectators 
throughout the night and until the pro- 
ceedings closed at sunrise. 

A resolution presented by the French 
nationalists from the province of Que- 
bec that the conscription bill should be 
killed by the adoption of a six months 
postponement was defeated by the large 
majority of 166. Only nine nationalist 
votes were cast for the resolution and 
both the government and opposition to 
conscription voted against this proposal.
